Greensboro,  N.  C,  July  11th,  1907. 

In  pursuance  of  notice  duly  given  under  the  by-laws 
the  stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company 
met  in  the  city  of  Greensboro,  at  12  o'clock  M,  on  the  11th 
day  of  July,  1907. 

By  motion  of  Mr.  H.  G.  Chatham.  Col.  J.  T.  Morehead 
was  elected  Chairman  of  the  meeting  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Eller 
was  requested  to  act  as  Secretary. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  stockholders  meeting 
were  then  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  C.  D.  Benbow.  on  behalf  of  the  Proxy  Committee 
reported  that  there  were  stockholders  present  representing 
in  person  1408  shares  and  also  represented  by  duly  veri- 
fied proxies  5291  shares,  aggregating  6699  shares  and 
thereupon  Mr.  P.  C.  Pope,  the  State's  proxy,  submitted  his 
credentials  and  the  Chairman  declared  that  the  meeting 
was  duly  organized,  a  quorum  being  present  and  ready  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Mr.  P.  C.  Pope,  State's  proxy,  then  nominated  on  be- 
half of  the  State  the  following  persons  for  Directors,  to- 
wit:  Mr.  H.  G.  Chatham.  Mr.  W.  H.  Williams,  Mr.  W.  T. 
Brown,  Mr.  Thos.  H.  Vanderford,  Mr.  J.  W.  Lambeth,  Mr. 
A.  J.  Ruffin,  Mr.  S.  C.  Penn,  Col.  L.  Banks  Holt. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Ruffin  then  nominated  on  behalf  of  the  pri- 
vate stockholders  the  following  persons  for  Directors,  to- 
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wit:  General  R.  F.  Hoke,  Gol.  W.  E.  Holt,  Gol.  B.  Cameron 
and  Mr.  Hugh  McRae.  There  were  no  further  nomina- 
tions. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the  votes  repre- 
sented in  the  meeting  for  the  aforesaid  persons  as  Direc- 
tors, whereupon  the  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  east 
6699  votes  for  the  four  persons  above  named  and  nomina- 
ted as  Directors  on  behalf  of  the  private  stockholders,  and 
that  he  had  also  cast  3699  votes  for  the  above  mentioned 
persons  nominated  on  behalf  of  the  State.  The  President 
declared  that  the  persons  herein  above  nominated  had  been 
duly  elected  Directors  of  the  Gompany  for  the  next  en- 
suing year. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Ghatham  submitted  the  report  of  himself  as 
President,  the  report  of  the  Finance  Gommittee,  the  re- 
port of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  report  of  the  Land 
Gommittee  and  the  report  of  the  Expert,  and  the  same 
were  ordered  filed  and  printed  with  these  proceedings  in 
pamphlet  form.  A  resolution  was  then  adopted  appointing 
Mr.  G.  D.  Benbow  and  Mr.  L.  M.  Michaux  as  members  of 
the  Proxy  Gommittee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Williams  then  moved  that  the  present  members  of 
the  Finance  Gommittee,  to-wit:  W.  T.  Hollowell,  J.  G. 
Steed,  R.  R.  Ray,  G.  O.  McMicheal  and  A.  G.  Avery,  Jr., 
on  behalf  of  the  State,  and  Gol.  B.  Gameron  and  Gol.  W.  E. 
Holt  on  behalf  of  the  private  stockholders,  be  elected  as 
members  of  the  Finance  Gommittee  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  unanimously  carried. 

After  considering  the  matter  in  regard  to  the  Burling- 
ton Hotel  the  following  resolution  was  offered  and  unani- 
mously adopted: 

Whereas,  the  Directors  have  adopted  the  following 
resolution,  to-wit: 

"Whereas,  the  destruction  of  the  hotel  at  Burlington,  North 
Carolina,  by  fire  has  effected  a  change  in  the  inventory  of  the 
property  filed  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  from  the  North  Caro- 
lina Railroad  Company  to  the  Southern  Railway  Company;  and, 
whereas,  the  Southern  Railway  offer  in  lieu  of  restoring  the  said 
property  in  kind,  to  pay  to  this  Company  one-half  of  the  in- 
surance money  collected  on  account  of  said  loss,  to-wit:  $4000.00 
and  to  release  and  convey  to  this  Company,  free  from  any  claim 
whatever,  the  following  described  lot  of  land,  to-wit:  100x648 
feet  as  described  in  the  memorandum  of  agreement  of  June  24th, 
1906; 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Directors  recommend  the 
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Stockholders  acceptance  of  the  said  sum  of  money  and  whereas 
the  conveyance  of  land  as  embraced  in  the  memorandum  of 
acfreement  entered  into  by  A.  B.  Andrews,  Vice-President,  and 
H.  G.  Chatham,  President,  on  June  24th,  1906,  as  aforesaid." 

And.  whereas,  the  said  recommendation  of  the  Direc- 
tors appears  to  us  as  a  v/ise  and  just  settlement  of  the 
matter. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  ths  action  of  the  Direc- 
tors in  their  said  resolution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rati- 
fied. 

Mr.  Cameron  then  moved  that  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Directors  in  the  matter  of  granting  to  the  United 
States  Government  the  right  of  way  across  the  North  Caro- 
lina Railroad  at  Salisbury  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  road 
to  the  National  Cemetery  be  ratified  and  adopted  as  a  reso- 
lution of  the  stockholders  and  that  the  same  be  set  out  in 
the  minutes  as  follows: 

"The  Secretary  then  submitted  to  the  Directors  the  following 
as  the  proposed  draft  of  a  deed  to  be  executed  by  this  Company 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

"KNOW  ALL  MEN  BY  THESE  PRESENTS,  that  the 
President  and  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  the 
receijJt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  hereby  grants  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  forever,  for  the  use  of  the  public,  sub- 
ject, however,  to  the  rights  of  the  Southern  Railway  Company 
under  its  lease  from  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  of 
the  railway  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  right  of  way  for  a  road- 
way to  the  National  Cemetery  at  Salisbury,  North  Carolina, 
across  the  right  of  way  for  the  railway  owned  by  the  North  Car- 
olina Railroad  Company  and  now  underlease  to  said  Southern 
Railway  Company,  within  limits  described  as  follows: 

"Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  north  wall  of  said  cem- 
etery 95  feet  southwesterly  from  the  noi'theast  corner  of 
same:  thence  northwesterly  at  right  angles  to  said  wall 
200  feet  to  the  noi^th  line  of  the  right  of  way  for  said  rail- 
way; thence  southwesterly  along  the  last  described  line 
80  feet;  thence  southeasterly  at  right  angles  to  the  rail- 
way right  of  way  200  feet  to  said  cemetery  wall;  thence 
northeasterly  along  said  wall  80  feet  to  the  point  of  be- 
ginning. 

"TO  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  unto  the  said  United  States 
of  America  for  the  uses  and  purposes  hereinbefore  stated,  for- 
ever. 

"AND  SAID  GRANTOR  hereby  empowers  its  Secretary  to 
acknowledge  this  instrument  before  any  officer  empowered  to 
take  acknowledgements  of  conveyances  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 
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"IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  name    and    corporate    seal 

of  said  grantor  have  been  hereto  affixed  by ,  its 

President,  thereunto  duly  authorized,    this dav  of 

1907.

"Mr.  Cameron  then  moved  that  the  right  of  way  be  granted 
and  the  said  deed  executed  containing,  however,  the  following 
stipulation  or  proviso,  that  the  same  is  granted  as  a  subway 
and  shall  in  no  way  be  permitted  to  hinder  the  future  develop- 
ment or  ope)"ation  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  which  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  adopted.'' 

The  above  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Cameron  in  the 
stockholders  nneeting  was  duly  seconded  and  unaninnously 
adopted. 

Mr.  Hugh  McRae  then  moved  that  the  deed  to  the 
said  right  of  way  when  drawn,  be  referred  to  the  Land 
Committee  for  its  approval  and  upon  said  approval  that  the 
same  be  executed.  This  motion  received  a  second  and 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

Upon  motion  of  General  Holt,  the  thanks  of  the  stock- 
holders were  expressed  to  Hon.  James  T.  Morehead  for 
his  services  in  presiding  over  the  meeting. 

No  further  business  being  proposed,  upon  motion  the 
meeting  adjourned.

Mr.  Samuel  Speneer,  President,  Southern  Railway  Company,  80  Broadway, 
New  York  City  N.  Y.  Mr.  H.  G.  Chatham.,  President,  North  Carolina 
Railroad  Company,  Elkin,  N.  C. 

Gentlemen: — 

We  have  to  report  that  the  North  Carolina 
Railroad  was  examined  by  us  from  Charlotte,  N.  C,  to 
Goldsboro,  N.  C. 

From  Charlotte,  N.  C,  to  Greensboro,  N.  C,  we  find 
the  road  to  be  in  first  class  condition,  showing  an  im- 
provement over  last  year  in  ballast,  timbering  and  ditching. 
In  addition  to  this  we  find  that  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30th,  1906,  approximately  13X  miles  of  new 
second  main  track  laid  with  85  pound  steel  rail  in  stone 
ballast  has  been  put  in  operation  between  Greensboro,  N. 
C,  and  Salisbury,  N.  C. 

From  Greensboro,  N.  C,  to  Selma,  N.  C,  we  find  that 
the  road  has  been  maintained  in  good  condition  with  ap- 
proximately forty-three  miles  of  75  pound  relay  steel  rail 
laid,  replacing  60  pound  rail,  a  large  number  of  new  ties 
have  been  put  in  track,  considerable  ballast  has  been  used 
and  the  road  has  been  maintained  in  good  condition,  show- 
ing an  improvement  over  last  year. 

The  hotel  at  Burlington,  N.  C,  that  was  burned  (men- 
tion of  which  was  made  in  last  report)  has  not  yet  been  re- 
placed. 

From  Selma,  N.  C,  to  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  the  road  has 
not  been  ballasted,  as  recommended  in  previous  report,  but 
we  find  that  all  of  the  fifty  pound  rail  has  been  replaced 
with  sixty  pound  relay  steel  rail,  cross  ties  have  been  put 
in  track  and  ditching  done  which  brings  this  part  of  the 
line  up  to  a  better  standard  than  last  year. 

We  find  the  entire  roadbed  from  Charlotte,  N.  C,  to 
Goldsboro,  N.  C.  has  been  maintained  and  kept  in  good  con- 
dition, cross  ties  are  good  and  renewals  have  been  kept  up 
to   the  necessary  standard  between  the  above  terminals.
